| believe that this fact is due to certain 
| unfavorable conditions, which may be 
remedied, rather than to any natural 
inability of the insect to hibernate in this 
“eountry. They assert, further, that the 
Snt is not really an ant at all, and must 
not be treated as such. The fact that 
they claim, is 
Partly responsible for the failure of the 
experiments made up to date. They still 
Rave a great deal of faith in the kelep 
as an effective enemy of the boll weevil, 
and during the coming season they will 
proceed to work out their new theories 
"$n the hope that sucess may finally crown 
their efforts to introduce and maintain 
an active enemy of the pest which threat- 
-@ns the cotton industry of the whole 
south. 

Report on the Ants. 

The department of agriculture is just 
fm receipt of a report ‘concerning the 
ants from Dr. O. F. Cook, who discoy- 
ered them in the wilds of Guatemala, 
and who is now 
with several other attaches of the de. 
partment, engaged in experinients which 
will be made much more exhaustive than 
ary that have so far been taken up. 
More numerous colonies of the Imsects 
will be sent back to Texas during the 
summer, and it is hoped that these will 
be able to withstand the unfavorable

The ablest controversialist on the 
part of South Carolina is Judge W. C.

His present enterprising 
spirit is not new—he had it in that early 
day. He was accumulating autographs, 
and was not content with mere signa- 
tures, he wanted a whole autograph let- 
ter. I furnished it—in type-machine cap- 
itals, signature and all. It was long; it 
was a sermon; it contained advice; also 
reproaches, I said writing was my trade, 
my bread and butter; I said it was not 
fair to ask a man to give away samples 
of his trade, would he ask a blacksmith 
for a horseshoe? would he ask a doctor 
for a corpse?

Now I had come to an important mat- 
ter—as I regard it. In the year |1874 the 
young woman copied a considerable part 
of a book of mine on the machine. In @ 
previous chapter of this autobiography 1 
have claimed that I was the first person 
in the world that ever had a telephone 
in his house for practical purposes; I will 
now claim—until dispossessed—that I was 
the first person in the world to apply 
type-machine to Hterature. _ That book 
must have been ‘“‘The Adventures ‘of Tom 
Sawyer.” ‘I wrote the first half of it 
in 1872, the rest of it in 1874. My ma- 
chinist type-copied a book for me in 1874, 
so I conclude it was that one. 

That early machine was full of cap- 
rices, full of defects—devilish ones. It had 
as many immoraHties as the machine of 
today has virtues. After a year or two 
I found it was degrading my character, 
so I thought I would give it to How- 
ells. He was reluctant, for he was sus- 
picious of novelties and unfriendly to- 
ward them, and he remains so to this 
day. But I persuaded him. He had 
gredt confidence in me, and I got him to 
believe things about the machine that 
I did not believe myself. He took it 
home to Boston, and my morals began 
to improve, but his have never recov- 
ered.

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New Forecast Dist iet Reported 
for Cotton States, 


Proposed Movement Will Mean 
Much to Best Interests of the 
Farmers and Planters in 
the South—Attlanta for 
Headquarters. 


Washington, April 2.—(Special.)—With 
the several divisions of the coumtry 
which have been made under the direc- 
tion of the weather department for the 
dividing of the gifferent: states into fore- 
cast districts, it is reported that the next 
step taken ff this line will be to provide 
for a forecast district including the very, 
heart of the great cotton belt of the 
south. 

In this connection the new forecast eec- 
tion will probably include the states of 
Alabama, Georgia, Florida and: South 
Carolina. Atlanta is generaily conceded 
to be the logical center for the estab- 
lishment of headquarters for this fore- 
cast district geographically, commercially 
and in an agricultural way. 

The many advantages to be derived Dy 
the entire cotton belt are obvious, and 
it is generally understood that the sena- 
tors and congressmen of the several 
states have been working hard to attain 
this end. There is no other crop in the 
| United States which depends so largely 
| on temperatures, rainfalls ang other local 
conditions as does the cotton crop. With 
the establishment of headquarters at At- 
lanta, the district forecaster by concen- 
trating his entire energies on this sec-~ 
tion of the country would be able to 
keep in perfect touch with absolutely 
every change or probable change in each 
and every part of his district, and at 
the same time by means of bulletins n0-« 
tify every section of his district regard- 
ing the probable change of these condli- 
tions which might in any way prove det- 
rimental to the best interests of the 
growers of the white staple. 

How the System Works. 

In this same connection it is inter- 
esting to note the great advantages which 
have accrueg to other sections where 
this forecast district has been established 
by the weather department. The first 
district established was that of Calffor- 
nia and the district coast states. While 
this section was established several years 
ago the many advantages enjoyed from 
the very start by thoge engaged in agri- 
cultural pursults were both immediate 
and extensive. The district forecaster 
located at San Francisco, by giving his 
| entire atténtion to that particular sec- 
tion directly under his supervision, was 
| able to materially enhance the value of 
| the service to the people west -of the

Anti-Tuberculosis League, an organiza- 
tion composed of the most expert stu- 
dents of consumption, is now the subject 
of interest with men of medicine all over 
the union. | 

The initial day of the convention 1s 
Monday, April 17, and already apart- 
ments have been reserved at the Aragon, 
the Majestic, the Kimball and the Pied- 
mont, while every day brings letters to 
Dr. VanDyke, chairman of the reception 
committee, and to Dr. George Brown, 
president of the American association, 
and execeutive officer of the association 
of the world. These letters are not only 
from physicians resident of the United 
States, but from Germany, France, Italy 
and even from far away Japan have come 
requests for resting places during the 
three days the league will be at work. 

Realizing the great importance of the 
work under consideration and the char- 
acter of the coming delegates, Dr. Van- 
Dyke and his associates of the commit- 
tee on reception and of arrangerfients are 
leaving nothing undone to make the At- 
lanta convention one notable, even 
among the learned men who are to be 
present. \ 

The state, through Joseph M. Terrell, 
governor, has not only recognized the 
existence of the league, but has indorsed 
it as one of the most eminent bodies in 
the country, and in doing so has taken 
the initiative—has been the first state 
of the union to give a governmental seal 
approval to the organization. It will be 
in the hall of the house of representatives 
on Capitol hill the meetings will be 
held, and in years to come when the 
American Anti-Tuberculosis League shall 
have attained its heighth in the esteem 
of the world it will be with pride that 
Georgians will point to the fact that 
Georgia was the first state to recognize 
the being of that organization.

The roster of delegates being prepared 
by Dr. VanDyke makes it almost a cer- 
tainty that over a thousand delegates, 
representing the national and state medi- 
cal associations the country over, will be 
here.

be present to obtain the benefits of an 
elbow touch with those who have studied 
and mastered some of tHe problems in 
the treatment of that most feared dis- 
ease known to the profession. 

Efforts of Dr. Koch. 

Even five years after Dr. Koch,. that 
eminent student of medicine who was 
even then slightly known in Berlin, his 
home, the discoverer of the bacilli of 
consumption, realized that practically 
nothing was being done toward organiz- 
ing a movement to combat that dread 
disease, a disease up to the) Koch discov- 
ery universally considered incurable. The 
Koch discovery convinced the student 
that the disease was within the bounds 
of treatment and the first meeting of any 
magnitude having for its object a study 
of the discovery was held in Paris in 
1898. A year later there was one in 
Berlin. In 1902 the largest meeting ever 
known was held in London. There were 
over twenty-five hundred participants in 
attendance, among the number being Dr. 
Koch, of Berlin; Dr. Hepman Biggs, of 
New York, and Drs. Bouchard, Brouar- 
del and Thoinot, of Paris, and Dr. Brown, 
of Atlanta. The delegates were given 
every care and attention by the Britons. 
The homes of the duke of Northumber- 
land, the earl of Derby, Sir James Whit- 
ake# ami Lady Ellis were thrown open 
to the visitors and magnificent receptions 
were given at each of these British 
homes. 

In America the anti-tuberculosis move- 
ment was slow in getting a _ foothold. 
Just why does not now appear, 
records of the first meetings have in 
some way disappeared. The indications 
today are that the failure was due to 
the fact that the work in the United 
States was entrusted to a layman in- 
stead of having been placed in the hands 
of a member of the profession. ‘l'wo 
meetings were held in New York city 
and the conventions were known as the 
American Congress of Tuberculosis. One 
year ago a third session was held in New 
York and at that meeting new life, new 
energy was taken on. 

It was a complete reorganization and 
a new name, the American Anti-Tuber- 
culosis League, was taken. Dr. George 
Brown, of Atlanta, was elected presi- 
dent, while vice presideng frogi many 
states were added, the southern states 
coming in for a full quota. On the ex- 
ecutive committee Georgia has three 
members, 

During the coming session papers will 
be presented by Dr. J. Riviere and Dr. 
fcuilliam Livet, of Paris, both of whom 
are at the head of the large class of stu- 
dents of consumption. Dr. Livet will 
give his new treatment for consumption, 
which has been tested in his clinic for 
the past two years, W* ‘sh has never 
yet been made public. 

During the conventiou. will be 
many social events. The Atlanta cham- 
ber of commerce will tender a reception 
to the visitors, while the ladies, Mrs.

Mayor Woodward has written an un- 
usually interesting veto message upon 
the ordinance increasing the pay of po- 
licemen and firemen and it will proBa- 
bly be one of the features of the council 
session this afternoon. 2 : 

Mayor Woodward has gone. so fully 
into the merits and history of the case 
that it is unnecessary to do more than 
add that the ordinance is that of Coun- 
cilman fS00dwin and that there will be 
a determined effort to pass it, notwith- 
standing the veto of the mayor and de- 
spite the charge of illegality. 

- The message of Mayor Woodward_fol- 
lows: 

“To the General Council of the City 
of Atlanta—Gentlemen: I return to your 
honorable body the ordinance relative 
to the increase in the salaries of the 
policemen and firemen without my ap- 
proval, because of its illegality. While 
I am thoroughly in accord with the prop- 
osition that these faithful guardians of 
the lives and property of the people of 


{ cannot, as I view the matter, sit idly 
by and allow the chartered laws to be 
thus violated. Especially am I forced 
to take this course when your honorable 
body declined to put the ordinance in 
legal shape when called together in spe- 
cial session for that purpose. 

“The finance committee at the last reg- 
ular session of the general counci] made 
an adverse report upon the ordinance 
because there were no funds in hand un- 
appropriated to meet the expense; yet 
the council passed the ordinance and the 
aldermanic board concurred in its action 
with the information before them that 
there were no. funds to meet the obli- 
\gation. (The report of the finance com- 
mittee is attached to the ordinance.) 

“So earnest was I in the conviction that 
these faithful employees should receive 
better pay for their services, and not 
desiring to veto the ordinance, I called 
the finance committee and city comptrol- 
ler together on Monday, March 27, 1905, 
to find out if the money could be found 
and legally put to the cred of these 
two departments in order to meet the 
increased expense, After a long consulta- 
tion and diligent effort the committee 
came to the conclusion that it was im- 
possible to find the money to meet the 
increased expense, and passed up the 
following recommendation to me to veto 
the ordinance:

The ordinance 
was so amended and taken from my of- 
fice and the papers transferred back to 
the city clerk, when my alloted time 
of four days to approve or disapprove 
had little more than half expired. [I 
thought, and still think, that the alder- 
manic board had the legal right to re- 
consider their action at any time before 
the mayor acted, provided they could 
legally get together, and in this case 
they were legally called together. 

“I immediately had a eal] issued for 
your honorable body to convene in spe- 
cial session in order that the whole mat- 
ter might be put in legal Shape and car- 
ried over to the first of next year, when 
the increase would go into effect.

CANNING FRUITS AND VEGETA- 
BLES ; 


Mr. Editor: I have ‘seen in a -late 
number of your excellent paper an ed- 
itorial urging fruit growers to can, or, 
as we cal] it, pack, their late and surplus 
fruit. Having often heard of the vast 
quantity of Georgia peaches that are 
Ted to stock, especially in Fort Valley, 
and the excellenee of the fruit, I have 
often thought the plan you advise woull 
be an admirable one. This county en- 
gages largely in packing tomatoes, and 
such fruits as we have and some beans 
and some corn, and the canning indus- 
try is a large and generally a very 
profitable one to the county. Unfor- 
tunately, this year canned tomatoes are 
ivery dull. Many farmers raise their own 
‘tomatoes and can them themselves, thus 
| getting a large profit on their crop. Many 
‘thus put up from 600 to 1,500 cases, of 
'two dozen three-pound cans to the case. 
'A canning outfit that would answer 
equally well for peaches (if we had them) 
‘and other fruits costs from . $500 to 
$1,000, according to the capacity of your 
‘holler or to the number of cans you 
'wish to fill. Thus a farmer can at small 
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lific variety, and I. advise you to Go s0. 
Cet some seed of. Marlboro, Albemarle, 
Cocke's Prolific, Sanders’ Improved, etc. 
Plant a row of each im. succession and 
repeat the series as many times as may 
be convenient, the rows being of uniform 
width and length and located in a soll 
of uniform quality, and aJl fertilized and 
otherwise treated exactly alike. At ma- 
turity gather each row separately, shuck 
the ears and weigh the product when 
perfectly dry. In the meantime; reserve 
onc ear of the six to be planted off to 
itself in order to preserve seed without 
mixing.

Answer: You cannot mix the ingre- 
dients you have in any way that will 
producé a formula corresponding exactly 
with either formula No. ! or formula 
No. 2. You cannot use the kainit at al! 
because the 10-4 goods already contains 
too large a proportion of potash. The 
nearest approximation you can attain to 
she two formulas would be as follows.

w. J. T.. Broxton, Ga.—(!). 1 wish 
you would give best methods for de- 
stroying nut crass. I have some on my 
farm. Some tell me it is a fine hog 
pusture, and I find: the hogs will eat 
some, but have not had the chance 
ito give it a test. I have noticed in 
‘some agricultural, columns that chickens 
iwill destroy_it; if so,-in what way? Do 
‘they feed on {tas it puts up, or how? If 
clickens will feed on it, how about geese? 
‘This grass is scattered over a 20-acre 
‘field, but not bad. 

(2). I-am thinking of buying ten fine 
cuws next fall to start a dairy. Do you 
think I can make’ it pay, when I will 
have to involve myself for all the money 
fcr the rairy? I have my own land, 
stock ,ete., and in 2 miles of a good 
market and am not afraté of work, and 
believe I will like the business. If the 
station has any buletins along this line, 


send me some. , 
(3). I am thinking of starting a ber- 


muda pasture, but am a little afraid it 
“ill not do as well in south Georgia 
us it does in the middle and north Geor- 
gin sections, as I have not seen of it 
down here (Coffee county). Can you tell 
nc if it will make a fine pasture in this 
sundy land or not? 

Answer—(!). According to my informa- 
tion there is no hard-and-fast method of 
destroying nut-grass. Perhaps. the 
most frequently advised method is to 
sow the infested land in oats, or other 
small grain, seeding heavily and fertiliz- 
ing liberally, and after harvesting the 
small grain sow in’ cowpeas, using two 
bushels of seed per acre and fertilizing 
with 200 to 300 pounds of acid phos- 
phate and one-fourth as much muriate of 
pctash. Mow the peas and convert ints 
hay and sow in-small grain in October 
fcllowed by cowpeas the next June. Then 
plant in cotton. Of course, after har- 
ivesting the pea crop (vines) the land 
'should be well turned and harrowed every 
'ten days or two weeks until time to sow 
ithe small graih in order to keep down 
ithe nut glass. Since it is too late now 
to sow in oats, I would turn over the land 
and sow about the middle to last of April 
If you will sow the New Era variety 
(or even the whippoorwill) in your sunny 
|section-in April, you may sow a second 
,ctop‘of the same, or of the Unknown, 
and secure a second crop of hay. I have 
‘little doubts that chickens, and especially 
j@ flock of geese, would destroy the nutt- 
'§rass in two acres of ground—provided 
'you have a large enough flock—say, not 
‘less than one hundred, and a dozen 
‘shotes would be a great help. The fowls
